Washington, Oct. 26.—-Replying to 


President' Roosevelt's letter to Sena- 
tor Knox In reference to the applica- 
tion of the writ of injunction in labor 
disputes, Samuel Gompefs, president 
of the American Federation • of Labor 
In a statement Issued today severely 
arraigns the president for what he 
terms '.'a change of position of at 
least apparent friendship to bitter,' In- 
defensible antagonism." 


"It has been my pleasure," Mr. 


Gompers says, "to have often had the 
privilege of discussing with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt a number ol the fun- 
damental questions of right, justice 
and moral and social uplift. . Included 
in these discussions were "the inva- 
sions of personal rights and human 
liberty by the courts in the injunction 
abuse. It is true that the president 
has not always fully agreed with my 
contentions, but he has never until 
the publication of his latest utterance 
hinted, much less charged, that any- 
thing that we advocated was lawless, 
unfeeling, despotic, brutal or wicked 
and yet the rights for which the 
workers of our country contend and 
which, as best I can, I defend and 
advocate have been as well known to 
him during the past several years as 
they are when he now so unjustifiedly 
undertakes to misrepresent my work, 
my motives and my law-abiding citi- 
zenship. Surely that opinion was not 
always entertained by the president."

One of the ablest arraignments of 


the liquor traffic and the demoralizing 
Influences of the saloon given In the 
city this season, found expression in 
the stirring discourse delivered by 
Rev. Charles A. Rowand at the Sun- 
day evening service at the First Meth- 
odist Episcopal church. 
Taking foi 


his subject "Four Counts Against the 
Saloon," the preacher marshalled up 
his statistics in battle array and 
showed that a formidable onslnugii 
should bo made upon an evil that is 
national in its scope and terrible In its 
consequences. His first count agains 
the saloon is, that it is a breeder o 
Immorality. He took his auditors on 
ttn imaginary trip to the saloon and 
pointed out that the surroundings, th< 
pictures, the atmosphere were alone 
conducive to immorality, saying uoth 
Jng of the 
effect 
of 
the stuff sold 


Here he quoted Rudyard Kipling, wh 
Wrote that he believed in moderat 
'ftrlnking, but that after witnessing 
pcene in one of our American beer. 
gardens, said lie was a fooj for what 
be had written and in the interest of 
Common decency and morality became 
ihen and there an advocate of prohibi- 
tion. 


The second count was that the sa- 


loon is the enemy of the home. The 
bastor here gave several illustrations 
from his own observation 
of 
the 


blighting influence of the liquor traffic 
upon the home. 
He referred to the 


Increase in the number of divorces and 
called attention to the fact that both 
courts of this city opened-'last week 
With divorce cases. 
The court rec- 


ords will reveal that in .the last analy- 
tls the majority of divorces are caused 
by drink. 


Rev. Rowand's third count was that 


the saloon incites to crime and that 
over 80 per cent, of 
the crime in 


America is chargeable to the liquor 
traffic. "Before the earthquake visited 
Ban: Francisco," he said, quoting a 
prominent authority, "that city had 
8,400' saloons. From the time of the 
disaster until July 5th the city had 
strict prohibition. Bafore the earth- 
quake from one hundred to.one hun- 
dred' and thirty victims marched daily 
to the police courts. During the two 
end one-half months of prohibition the 
victims 
numbered 
fou 
reach day. 


Some might attribute this to the ter- 
ror inspired by 'tho quake, but within 
two weeks after the re-establishment 
of the saloons the average number of 
victims at the courts was again one 
hundred or more." 


That the saloons impose a financial 


burden was shewn In the fourth count 
and it was cited 
that though it is 


claimed that the abolition of the liquor 
traffic would impose a financial bur- 
den .upon the people, but that facts 
are' quite to the contrary. 
It was 


pointed out by the speaker that the 
liquor business furnishes a market 
for only 5 per cent, of farm products, 
4 per cent.- of manufactured products 
and 2 per cent, of labor employ. "So 


iberate her people from the bondage 


the living death. 
"Of all the great continents," con- 


inued the speaker, "Africa is unique- 
y termed the 'Diamond Field of the 
World.'
